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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed April 3, 2006, has been received and entered. The text of those 
sections of Title 35, U.S. Code, not included in this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 2 and 6 have been cancelled. 

3 . Claims 7- 1 6 have been added. 

4. Claims 1, 3-5 and 7-16 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. Claims 1, 3-5, and 7-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
CN 1346648 A (English translation) - May 1, 2002 for the reasons set forth for claims 1-6 in the 
previous Office action. 

All of applicant's arguments regarding this ground of rejection have been fully 
considered but are not persuasive. Applicant argues that the examiner's "reason for not allowing 
Applicant to use his claimed priority date is fundamentally flawed." Applicant bases this 
statement on the fact that the current application is a 371 national stage application of a PCT. 
Applicant argues that a translation of the foreign priority should not be required because the 
examiner "is looking at the English translation of the Chinese counterpart application when she 
reads the present application, and there is no need for Applicant to provide another translation of 
the same to the PTO." However, the specification of the current application is a certified 
translation of the PCT application not a certified translation of the foreign priority document. 
There is no implied guarantee that the foreign priority document fully supports every claim. 
MPEP section 201.15 discusses that a translation of a foreign priority document is required to 
overcome a reference with an intervening date, in this case, a date that intervenes between the 
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foreign priority document and the filing date of the PCT application. In addition, CFR 1.55 
discusses claims for foreign priority and does not exclude applications filed under 371 from the 
need to translate a foreign priority document to overcome an intervening reference. Thus, the 
need for a translation to overcome the reference is not considered "fundamentally flawed" 
reasoning on the part of the examiner. If the applicant is aware of applicable case law not 
discussed herein, it is suggested that applicant bring such case law to the attention of the 
examiner. 

Thus, CN '648 is still considered to teach applicant's claims for the reasons of record. 
6. No claims are allowed.
